FRAUDULENT JUSTICE, 


What the Springer “ommittee Mas Shown and What 
it Expeota to trove. 


Special to The Constitution. 

Wasuinoton, February 12.—Nobody knows 
exaciiy Wwrat developments have been 
brought out in the series of investigations 
now going on before the committee on ex- 
penditures in the department of justice. The 
committee has untiithe last few days, held 
itssessions with closed doors. Public senti- 
ment which is growing strongerevery day 
avainst all semblance of. star chamberism, 
protested against this kind of of procedure 
and the committee agreed to have 
open sessions hereafter. Knough has 
ieaked out from the former 
proceedings to arouse deep _ interest 
in the committee and its work. One of the 
most active agitators of a thorough sifting of 
Brewster’s department was John Lamb, of 
indiana, a bold young congressman, but one 
who generally knows what he is talking about 
Mr. Springer took the chairmanship of this 
committee very reluctantly for he was sore 
over bis failure to receive the chairmanship 
of the elections committee, which was given 
to Mr. Turner, of Georgia. Since he has gone 
into the work before him Mr. Springer has 
warned up to it. He gasan admirable chance 
to doa real service to the country, by show:

In most cases precedent was plead as justifi- 
these frauds. Under republican 
rulea system of cheating the government 
bes grown up in some of the southern mar- 
sbal’s offices until it has come to be 
regarded as perfectly proper. Strobach, of 
Aiabama,has just been re} ccted by the senate 
as marshal for that state after sone tearful 
exposures of his former official conduct. He 
bas bitherto been a big republican pillar in 
his state. 

The detective business of the department 
shows up on a par with its average marshal, 
not worse. Shameless accounts for the 
most menial acts have been presented and 
paid out of the publicmoney. The character

A WOMAN'S RAGE. 


She Shoots a Mani: the Back, and Then Blows Her 
Own. Brains Out. 

New Yorn, February 12 —Victor Crofton 
Andree was standing on the platform of the 
elevated railway at 58th street and 3d ave- 
nue, this morning, accompanied by a seven 
year old boy, waiting to take the train down 
town, when a woman stepped up behind him 
and shot himin the back, and as he fell, 
thinking she had killed him, she put a pistol 
to her own temple and blew her own brains 
out. The station was crowded with people, 
acd intense excitement Was crea- 
ted. The dead woman, the wounded 
man and the little boy were taken to the 
stationhouse. The man’s wound was probed 
and he was found to be probably fatally hurt. 
Andree described bimseif as a journalis: con- 
uected with German newspapers, and a 
teacher in the educational establisament of 
J. G. Von Taube, at 10 Gramercey park. He 
admitted that he knew the woman who shot 
him, but re’used to give any explanation of 
heract. The boy who was with him when 
shot was George Beckel, son of Joseph J. 
Beckel, in whose house the wounded man 
lived. The woman was about twenty- 
two years old, with handsome 
regular features, fair complexion, dark brown 
hair and hezel eyes. Nothing was found on 
her person which would lead to her identifi- 
eation, except a white silk handkerchief 
having the letter ‘*K”’ worked on it. Andree 
has been in this country adout six months. J 
He acted as correspondent of the Booisen 
Courier, of Berlin, a financial paper of which 
his father is the owner. Andree was taking 
the boy down to school when he was shot, 
Nothing is known concerning his relaticns 
with any woman. 

THE WOMAN IDENTIFSED. 

The police have discovered tuat the young 
woman who shot Victor C. Andree at Fifty- 
ninth street elevated station this morning, 
was Miss Jennie H. Almey, aged 24, who 
taughtiin the kindergarten scbool. She lived 
at No. lll west 25th street, where she had 
hired a room for sometime. A large package 
of letters was found in Andree’s room, which 
she had written to him. 
From these it appears that he had 
promised to marry her, and had 
afterwards deserted her, frcm some cause, 
but whither he had betrayed her or not could 
not be ascertained from the correspondence. 
The police thinks that desertion alone would 
not bave sufficed to induce her tocommit the 
crime. It was evident that Andree knew 
that she was waiting to see 
him, and that he dreaded a meeting For 
this reason he reported at the school where 
he taught, that he was sick and had remained 
in bis room during the whole of the past 
week. 3 

THE FATAL MEETING, 

This morning be ventured out for the first 
time It wassaid at Miss Almy’s boarding 
house that she went away every morning 
early, and did not return until night, and it 
is supposed thatshe spent the day. watching 
Andree’s house. The police find that the two 
became acquainted last autumn, ata house 
where they boarded together. rheir 
actions then did not indicate that 
there was any love making. As 
far as could be ascertained, they appeared to 
be only friends. There was nothing in Miss 
Almey's deportment in any of the places 
where she lived which was inconsistent with 
che idea that she was a virtuous woman, her 
manners being always modest and 
iady like. Nothing, however, could 
be learned of her antecedents. 

TAKEN TO THE MORGUE. 

Her body was taken to the morgue, where 
it waits the disposition of the coroner. An- 
dree’s.condition grew rapidly worse at the 
hospital, and he vomited blood contiaually, 
The physicians say he cannot possibly recov- 
er.

THE GREAT FLOOD. 


RUNNING UPTO SEVENTY FEET 
IN CINCINNATI, 


The Houses Prove to bo Unseaworthy and Topple 
Over in the Water— Danger to Life Imminent— 
The Waste From Pittsburg Down the 
Valley—Incidents of ihe Flood. 


Cincinnati, February 2.—At 12:30 this 
morning the river was one foot higher now 
than it was a yearago,and at midnight it 
was rising aninch per hour. The situation 
becomes more and more serious. Until to- 
night the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
road has been able to reach its depot. It 
will be unable to get its trains out in the 
morning. This leaves the Cincinnati North- 
ern the only road able to take its train from 
its depot. It carries passengers 
for Cincinnati, Washington and the Baltimore 
and the Pan Handle roads out to its junction, 
with the former road, and for the !atcer to 
Loveland. The trains on the Cleveland, 
Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis road 
are obliged to stop at Chester park, seven 
miles out. Ohio and Mississippi boats can no 
longer land at Stores station, and will use a 
ferry to convey passengers to the land from 


the boat. The Cincianati Southern is ar- 
ranging for a ferry to reach its depot on Gest 
street. The Kentucky Central and the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio have no water to trouble 
them. 

At 9this morning the river marked 68 feet 
one inch and was still rising at the rate of an 
inch per hour. The weather is foggy and 
mild. Reports from Gallipolis state that the 
river commenced to fail at 1 oclock this morn- 
ing,and 4ad failen four inches up to 9 o'clock, 
Portsmouth reports the water is still rising 
steadily. The weather there is mild and 


foggy. 
A PROMISE OF SUNSHINE, 

Thesun shone this morning 
time since the flocd began, and it is ay 
springlike im temperaiure, These facts g 
some encouragement, but since noon the sky 
has again become overcast,and there are fears 
of more rain. The wateratl p.m. was 63 
feet’3'4 inches, lacking but half an inch of 
being two feet higher than last year. The in- 
creased velocity of the current in Second and 
Front streets lessens the number of boats that 
can ply between the water's edge and suspen- 
sion bridge. If this continues it will cut 
Covington off from Cincinnati, and materi- 
ally iucrease the discomfort of the situation. 
The condition of things at Newport, 
Kentucky, 1s growing still more frightful. 
Tne worst fears about the damage to (he ioun- 
dations of buildings have been realized to day. 
A tine residence built last year at an expense 
of $10,000, toppled over, and is completely a 
mars of ruins. Fortunately, the family had 
removed. Many more buildings are in dan- 
ger, and it is feared that to-night may bring a 
calamity of the worst nature. Many people 
are in their houses, unable to get away, and 
must be lost if the houses fall. 

THE RELIEF WORK, 

The relief commitiee are receiving very 
liberal contributions to-day. Mr. Duebder, 
who appealed to the jewelersof the country 
yesterday, has already received $500 from 
Chicago. He is creating a temporary shelter 
on high ground, and aiter the tlood 
he wil! give the lumber to the homeless for 
the rebuilding of their houses. Mrs. Dueber, | 
who has been feeding fifty children at her 
home to-day, increased the number to 100, In 
Cincinnati there is a marked impetus; for the 
relief subscription. The city has taken the 
proud position of refusing heip from abroad. 
Tne Times Star has starteia popuiar dime 
subscription, heading the list with $200, A 
considerable sum has been coilect- 
ed in response. The troubles of the postoilice 
and mail carriers increase, All througao 
northern, eastern and northwestern mails 
inust be carried by wagon to Chester park, by 
wav of Clifton, directly northward from this 
city a distance of seven miles. A dispatch to 
the Times Siar from Batler, Ky., reports the 
river rising two inches per hour. The weather 
is cloudy and warm.

A SECOND FLOOD LOOKED FOR 

PittspurG, February 12—IWhe rivers are 
swelling again at a rate of two inches per 
hous, with eighteen feet three inches on the 
Monungabela marks, and nineteen feet ou 
the Allegheny. Dispatches from ali pvints 
above here report continual rain and rising 
water. People living in the bottom lundsare 
tilled with apprehensions cf another flood, 
Many have not yet recovered !rom the late 
deiuge, and the discouraging outiook tends 
to imcfease the uncomfortable feeling, 
With 19 feetof water here, the submerging oj 
the lower districts of the two cities is quite 
probab’e. The situation among the sutlerers 
in allegheny is worse, if possible, than on 
apy day since the tlood abated, and numerous 
additiona: cases of destitution have been re- 
ported. Many of the victims in addition to 
having been systematically plundered by the 
waters, were thrown out of employment by 
the workshops being devastated, and under 
any circumstances this fact alone would be 
productive of more or less want among the 
poorer classes. At ,least 350 persons were 
supplied with food yesterday, an increase 
over avy previous day. 

THE FLOOD GOING SOUTH. 

LovisvitLeg, February 12.—The river rose 
eight inches last night, and now stands forty- 
two feet two inches, and is rising half an*inch 
an hour. The weather has beeu clear, warm 
and bright until now, but is beginning again 
torain. The.,ailroad tracks trom Jeffersonville 
to New Albany are abandoned. the Jeffer- 
sonville, Madison and Indianapolis, the Ohio 
and Mississippi to Louisville, the New Albany 
and Chicago roads transfer by boat from the 
bridge to New Albany. The St. Louis Air- 
Line has abandoned its trains. The river is 
nearly two feet over last year’s rise. The out- 
look is disheartening. The Kentucky riveris 
rising three-quarters of an inch an hour at 
Frankfort, with tweaty-four feet in the chan- 
nel. The weather there is clear. 

THE ARKANSAS RIVERS SWELLING, 

Fort Smith, Ark., February 12.—The heavy 
rains that bave been falling have swollen ail 
the streams in this section. The Arkansas 
river has risen eleven feet, and to-night is ris— 
ing nine inches per hour. 

Lirr_te Rock, February 12.—The Litile 
Rock and Fort Smith railroad bridge, over 
the bayou this side of Ozark, was washed 
away by the flood to-day, and one fourth of a 
mile of the track is covered with water. 
Owing to a ledge of rock giving away a 
portion of the track was carried into 
the river. A steady rain fell all night, and 
this morning the Arkansas is rising rapidly, 
and it is beginning to be believed that by to- 
night the water will be higher than for sey- 
eral years.

THE WRECK IN LOUISVILLE. 

LoIsvILLe, February 12 —At 11 o’clock last 
evening the river was rising at the rate of one 
and & quarter inches per hour. Rain has 
ceased, but the weather is warm, and it is 
likely goon to recommence raining. The sit- 
uationds unchanged, Jeffersonville is now 
inundated as badly as it was last year. Yes- 
terday evening the citizens ceased hoping,and 
ceased their endeavors to prevent an inunda- 
tion. The rising water came up from the 
rear of the town, and but few houses are not 
flooded with from one foot to three feet of 
waier, No damage or loss has been reported. 
The péople have moved into their second 
stories, 

RAIN AT WHEELING. 

WHEELING, W. va, February 12.—A steady 
rain feil all day yesterday, and caused alarm 
which was increased by the news of a rise at 
the headwaters. Subscriptions here for the 
relief fund reached $13,000, but all has been 
spent, and supplies sent in from elsewhere 
have been consumed as fast as received. The 
bomeless are on short allowances owing to 
the short smpplies, and appeals for aid from 
the neighboring towns come in, but the com- 
mittee 16 powerless to help them. Many who 
are themselves sufferers from the flood con- 
tribute to help others. The state of affairs is 
heartren ding. 

THE WORK OF RELIEF, 

W ASHINGTOP, February 12.—The secretary 
of war is iuking active measures looking to 
the immediate relief of the sufferers from the 
overtiow of the Ohio river and its tributaries, 
in accordance with the act of congress appro- 
priating $300,000 for that purpose. Orders 
were isstied to-day for General Amos Beck- 
with, assistant comissary general, stationed at 
St. Louis, to proceed at once to Cincinnati, 
where he will have general charge of the dis: 
tribution of supplies. He will establish head- 
quarters at Cincinnati, and act directly under 
orders from the secretary of war. Orders 
were also issued for the purchase of 
supplies, end the charter of a sufficient num- 
ber of boats to distribute them where they 
are most needed. It has also been arranged 
that an officer of the army accompany each 
boat, and superintend the issue of supplies. 
The general plan of relief determined upon 
is the same us -that pursued 
in affording. relief, to the sufferers 
from the overflow of the Mississippi 
river las€ year. In order to give personal at- 
tention to this subject, Secretary Lincoln 
has abandoned his purposed trip to Chicago. 
The Baltimore and Ohio railroad company 
managers to-Gay issued orders for the free 
transportation of provisions or other dona- 
tions on all lines of the Baltimore and Ohio 
road for the sufferers by the floods in the 
western rivers; aiso the free use 
of the Baitimore and Ohio telegraph 
wires forthe same purpose. The Pennsylva- 
nia railroad company has contributed $4,000 
for the sufferers by the western flood, having 
ordered $2 000 distributed from the Pittsburg 
“fice amge$100 each along the line of the Pan- 
handle and Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chi- 
cago roads. At Philadelphia the society for 
organized charity has appropriated $4,000 to 
the western flood relief, that being the bal- 
ance remaining of the funds raised last vear 
for a similar purpose which was 
turned over to this society at that time. Ata 
meeting of the citizens, at the call of the 
mayor, totake measures for relief, it was 
decided to make Drexel & Co 
treasurers, tO Open a subscription list 
und to leave the matter of distribution of 
toacountof seven. At Co:umbus, Ohio, a 
meeting of citizens was had last evening, and 
$2 200 raised on the spot. Systematic canvas- 
sing wes organized. All the bakeries put in 
full time, and a train load of bread and 
cooked provisions was sent down the Hock- 
ing Valley road to-day, to Kerr station, from 
whence it will be distributed by bouts in re- 
sponse to acommucation from Mayor Edson, 
of New York, requesting sabscriptions in aid 
of the sufferers by the floods in the Ohio 
valley, committee were found at the coffee 
exchange, and the imperters and groceries 
board of trade, and $2 000 was subscribed. A 
call for a citizen’s meeting to concert reliet 
measures has been issued by the mayor of 
Boston. An appeal has been 
issued by R. H. Cochrane, snpreme dictator 
ot the Knights of Honor, entitled ‘‘an appeal 
to all lodges and Knights of Honor’ calling 
for aid for the sufferers from the flood. It

THE FOLLOWERS OF THE MAHDI 
BUTCHERTHE EGYPTIANS. 


Tewfik Pasha Resolves te Perish Rather Than to 
Surrender and Falls ina Forlorn Sortie—1i he 
People of Saukim in Death's roles The 
Test of Confidenee in Parliament. 


Lonpon, February 12 —Telegrams received 
at London report that the rebels have cap- 
tured Sinkat. The cabinet has been sum- 
moned to acouncil for the purpose of discuss- 
ing the Egyptian question. Official] dispatches 
confirm the report of the capture of Sinkat. 
The cabinet are painfally impressed. It is 
probable thata large reinforcement of troops 
and marines will be immediately despatched 
to Egypt. There are rumors later that Tokar 
has fallen into the hands of the rebels. The 
news of the fall of Sinkat reached Suakim 
this morning. It was brought by a friendly 
Arab chief. The garrison made a sortie and 
was foralong time successful in repulsing 
the rebel attacks, but the attacking forces 
gained the upper hand und the garrison was 
completely destroyed exceptra few who were 
made prisoners. The fate of the women and 
children is unknown. The streets of Suakim 
present a heatrending appearance. They are 
thronged with women whose weeping and 
wailing give unmistakable evidence of their 
distress and foreboding. Other advices con- 
cerning the fall of Sinkat state that Twifik 
Bey, preferring death to surrender, blew up 
the fortifications, spiked guns and madea 
sortie, His 600 men were all massacred. 
Seven men of war belonging to the channel 
squadron have been ordered to Egyptian 
waters, 

THE STORY OF THE BUTCHERY, 

A correspondent at Suakim telegraphs as 
follows: At last the heroic garrison at Sinkat 
have been butchered. Fora fortnight they 
had been eating roots and tree leaves. ig 
was an enfeebled band indeed, which started 
out to die amidst rebel bordes. Tewfik Bey 
had harangued his men, saying that by fight 
ing they might save themselves, but that by 
remaining they must die from hunger in a 
few days. Flight was impossible. The men 
thus animated with Tewtik Bey’s spirit, de- 
Stroyed the military stores, exploded 
the magezine, filled their pouches 
to their utmost;gwith cartridges, and 
issued forth six hundred strong against the 
rebe!s. Osman Digna’s hordes rushed to attack 
Tewtix Bey and his men fought nobly. Fora 
long time they repulsed every attempt to 
break their ranks. Finally superior numbers 
prevailed, and witha tremendous rush the 
rebels burst through one of the Egyptian 
squares. A general massacre ensued and 

NOT A SOUL ESCAPED.

THE NEWS IN PARLIAMENT. 


Tne Lords Pass Want of Confidence itn the Ministry 
—ihe Devate in the Commons, 


Lonpon, February 12.—In the house of 
lords to day, the marquis of Salisbury made 
a motion that, ia the opinion of the house 
the recent lamentable events in the Soudan 
were largely duetothe vacillating policy of 
the government. Lord Salisbury said that if 
the government had resolved either to 
hold or abandon Sannaar, Hicks might 
have been saved, His loss was 
due to their vacillation, their indifference, 
their inconsistency, ending ina panic. The 
news would now run through the whole 
Mohammedan world that England had been 
defeated again and again and again, and was 
now being hunted out of Egypt. Engz- 
land’s name would be a legacy 
of hatred and contempt io 
the Egyptians. In conclusion the orator 
asked whether the abandonment of the gar- 
risons, the slaughter of brave men, and the 
surrender of women and children to the hor- 
rors of an oriental victory, involved no blood 
gniltiness, and exhorted the lords not to be 
accomplices in this dishonor, 

Earl Granville, foreign secretary, said in 
reply that the policy of the government was 
not directed accordmmg to the articles in for- 
eigo journals, The marquis of Salisbury was 
laboring under a mistake if he meant to con- 
vey the impression that any European power 
had remonstrated with England. He pro- 
tested againt the idea that because 
a foreign army selected English officers that 
England was thereby made responsilble for 
Lnat army’s success. It would be no economy 
of the blood of English soldiers te send them 
to hold the Soudan, although the marquis of 
Salisbury thought the government 
vacillating and inconsisteat in not 
doing 80. England and India 
had po interest in the Soudan, nor indeed 
had Egypt any permanent interest in that 
country. Why this greatsympatby for Sinkat 
and Tokar, which represented not more 
than a fiftieth of the troops 
in the Soudan? It was necessary 
now for the government to be carefal so as not 
to clash with the larger views of General Gor- 
don. The government, however, had ascer- 
tained that it would not interfere with Gor- 
don’s plans if a force were sent to act around 
Suakim with a view to the relief of Tokar 
Since the defeat of Baker it had been 
altogether impossible tofelieve Sinkat. The 
government had no intention of annexing 
Egypt. It would remain there simply long 
enough to secure a stable government. It 
would be quite impossible to govern Egypt 
from Downing street. The only thing that 
could be done would be to appoint a 
first rate man to represent England 
in Egypt, and then to recommend efficient 
men to civil and military positions, and give 
them English support. Ihe force of circum- 
stances bad obliged the government to go 
further than it had proposed, but the cabinet 
ought to restrict England’s connection with 
Egypt to the object declared by the govern- 
ment.j 

The marquis of Salisbury’s motion was car- 
ried by a vote of 181 tod. 

THE QUESTION IN THE HOUSE. 

Sir Stafford Nortbeort, in aceordance with 
previous announcement madein the house 
of commons of a motion of censure similar to 
that made in the house of lords by the mar- 
quis of Salisbury, in his accompanying speech 
sirongly denounced the sacrifice of Hicks. 
Egypt, he said, should have limited opera- 
tions to the country where she could suc- 
ceed, or should have made batter provision 
for fearrying jthe expedition further. Bat 
in neither case did Egypt receive the support 
from England whicn she had every right to 
expect. Mr. Gladstone, on rising to reply, 
was greeted with loud and prolonged cheers. 
He met Sir Stafford Northcore’s motion with 
a direct negative. He denied that there.bad 
been any vacillation or inconsistency in the 
government’s Egyptian policy. bir Stafford 
had used this phraseology in bis motion for 
the purpose of himself avoiding a declarative 
policy. The situation in Egypt was 
not a. situation which the present 
government had created, but was one 
which they had found. They had tried to 
keep intact the interests of the toree hundred 
millions who composed the British empire. 
Mr. Gladstone stated that 4,000 men bad been 
ordered to Suakim. Gordon, he said, had a

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| THE QUEEN'S BOOK. 


i mesiie and Peiliica! Matera, 

Lonpon, February 12—The queen's new 
book was distributed to the press. It consists 
of a disconnected diary from August 21,1362, 
to} September, 1882, with a long gap from 
October, 1879 to the final date, covering the 
period of transition from the administration 
of Beaconsfield to that of Gladstone. The 
entire book is devoted to domestic and family 
affairs, litical allusions being only 
incidental. The illustrations and portraiis 
are the queen and Princesses 
Kleanor, Louise and Beatrice; also 
& portrait of Grant, the queen’s body -ervant, 
andone of her attendants, John Brown. 
There are pictures of two of the queen’s collie 
dogs, Sharp and Noble, and severa) views of 
scenes On the Highlands from sketches by 
Princes» Beatriee. In the preface the royal 
authoress says: “Remembering the feeling 
with which one ‘in the Highiands’ wag re- 
ceived, the writer thinks the present volume 
may equally evoke sympathy; as, while 
describing a very altered life, it shows 
how her sad and suffering heart was solaced 
aud cheered by the excursions and incidents 
it (reviewed as wellas by the simple moun- 
taineers, from whom she learned many les- 
sons of resignation and faith in the quiet of 
the beautiful highlands.’’ After the dedica- 
tion to the ‘Loyal Highlanders, and especialy 
'o the memory of the faithful attendant and 
friend, John Brown,” the diary opens with 
the building of the memorial cairn in honor 
of the prince consort. It reads as follows: 

‘We started off ina little pony chair led 
by Brown, Berta, and the Prince of Wales in 
front, Eleanor and Louise on ponies, and the 
two little boys, Arthur and opold. I ac- 
tually drove ina little carriage to the very 
top of Craig Lowrigan, Grant and Duncan 
pushing the carriage behind sweet baby Beat- 
rice. We found at the top that the view was 
so fine, the day so bright, the hether so 
beautiful, but there was no pleasure, no joy 
in the day. All was dead. 

Here at the top is the foundation of a cairn 
to be erected to my precious Albert. I and 
my poor, sick orphans all placed stones on it, 
and our initials are to be piaced on the stones 
all around it,’ 

Several succeeding entries in the diary 
mention other visits to the cairn, along with 
the family records and remarks of domesties, 
The following may serve as an example of the 
latter. When near the cairn, Grant said: 

“[ thought you would Mice to be here to- 
day on his birthday.’’ So entirely was he of 
the opinion that this beloved day, and even 
the 14th of December, anniversary of his 
death, must not be looked upon asa day of 
mourning. There is so much good and strong 
faith in these simple people.”’ 

In October, 1863, when making an excur- 
sion from Balmoral! to Clora, the carriage was 
overturned and the face and right band of the 
queen were bruised and Brown's knees were 
badly hurt. Tne succeeding entries recur to 
Brown's ipjury. 

‘I was muca distressed at breakfast to ind 
that poor Brown’s iegs had been dreadfully 
cut at the back of the knees and he said noth- 
ing aboutit. But to-day one became so in- 
flamed and swelled so much that he could 
hardly move. The doctor said he must keep it 
up as much as possible and walk very little, 
but did not forbid his going out with the car- 
riage. I dic not go out in the morning.”’ 

Next day, October 12, the queen writes: 

‘‘Brown’s legs much be.ter; the doctor 
thought he could walk over the bills to- 
morrow.”’ 

When making the first visit to Glassalt 
Sbiel mountain lodge, in 1868, the diary de- 
scribes the house-warming as follows: 

‘Brown came tosay thatall the servants 
There were present Louise, 
Arthur, Jane, Lady Churchill, « number of 
domestics and policemen. We made nine 
altogether. Five animated reels were danced, 
in which all but =myself joined. 
After the first reel, whisky toddy 
was brought round for everyone, and 
Brown begged that [ would drink 
to the flre kindling. ‘The merry, pretty little 
ball ended at ll, but the men went on singing 
in the stewart’s room for some time. Ail 
were very happy, but sad thoughts filled my 
heart, both before dinner and when I retired 
torest. I thought of my darling busband, 
whom I fancied I must see and who always 
wished to build here. Then the sad thougat 
struck me that it was my first widow’s house, 
But I am sure his blessing rests on it.’’ 

In 1871 the qt.een witnessed the Scotch 
communion service one Sunday at Craithie 
church, near Balmoral. She writes: The 
communion is most touching and beautiful. 
It impressed and moved me more than I can 
express. It is impessible to say how deeply 
we were impressed by the grand simplicity of 
the service. It was all so truly earnest. No 
description can de justice to the per- 
fect devotion of the whole assemblage. [ 
longed much to join it. ‘To see all thesesim- 
ple good people in their nice, plain dresses, 
including old women, so many of whom I 
knew, and some who had walked far, al- 
though they were in deep snow, was very 
striking. ‘Since 1873,’ the queen adds, *‘I 
had partaken of communion at Craithie ey- 
ery autumn,” : 

October 30th, 1870, Princess Louise became 
engaged to Marquis Lorne. ‘The event took 
place, the queen says, duringa walk from 
Glassalt Shiel to Dhu lock, where Louise had 
gone with Lady Ely, Lord Chancellor and 
Lorne. 

‘Louise, on returing at night, told me 
Lorne had spoken of his devotion to her. She 
had accepted, knowing that | would approve, 
Though | was no unprepared for this result, 
I felt painfully the thought of losing her, 
but naturally 1 gave my consent, and could 
only pray that she might be bappy.”’ 

The sole reference to the events in France 
in 1870 occurs in speaking of a sermon which 
she heardin thechurch at Balmoral. She 
says Dr. MacLeod gave such a splendid ser- 
mon on war; without mentioning France, he 
said enough to make every one understand 
what he meant when he pointed out how 
God would punish wickedness and vanity 
and sensuality. The chapters he read from 
Isaiah, xxviii, and from Ezekiel and Amos, 
and the Psalms were realiy quite wonderful 
for the way in which they describe France. 
lt was all admirable and heart stirring. Then 
the prayers were beautiful, in which hespoke 
of the sick, dying and wounded upon the 
battle field and of my sons-in-law and 
daughters. 

Juneé,.- 1879,. the Queen records the receipt 
of the newstelling her of the death of the 
young Prince Imperial. “Brown knocked 
vod camein; he said there was bad news, 
when f,in alarm, asked what.

‘The young French prince is dead.’ I could 
not take itin, and asked several times what 
it meant.

I put my 
hands to my head and cried out, ‘‘No, no, it 
can’t be true.”’ 

Then dear Beatrice, who cried very much,as 
I did, too, gave methe telegram. To die in 
such an awful, horrible way. Poor dear em- 

ress, her only, only child; her all, was gone. 

was quite beside myself. Brown was so 
distressed. Every one was quite stuaned., 
Littie sleep did I get, thinking of the poor 
empress, who dad not yet knowit. The 
prince was so good and so much beloved. To 
think of that dear young man, the apple of 
his mother’s eye,born and purtered in purple, 
dying thus, is too fearful, tooawful. And it 
is inexplicable and dreadful that others 
should not bave turned round and fought for 


him.”

NOT DEAD BUT LIFE UNCERTAIN,

(a). A husband having never asserted his 
marital rights, the property remained the 
separate estate of the wife, and together with 
that inherited after the passage of the act of 
1566 was subject to distribution, according to 
the laws of the state where she had her dom- 
igi e at the time of her death. 

3. Where a busband and wife were married 
and lived in Georgia prior to 1866, iad 
for ome years thereafter, and then 
moved to Alabama, the wife be.

erty being in the form of railroad stock and 
never having been removed to Alabama be- 
fore her death in 1875, and her husband 
having exercised no marital rights in regard 
thereto, such property was not a statutory 
trust estate under the law of Alabama. But 
upon her death intestate, it passed under the 
general law of descents and distributions 01 
that state. . 

(a.) Two things were necessary to bring the 
property within the operation of the statutory 
system of Alabama securing to married wo- 
men a separaie ownership of their 
property; first, that the matrimonial 
domicile should be in that state, and second, 
that during that time, the property sought to 
be affected by that law should be brought 
into the state. 

(b.) Had the property (railroad stock) gone 
into Alabamain the formin whichit now 
exists, it would not have been changed from 
the absolute, unincumbered, separate estate 
that it is under the laws of Georgia into ‘the 
trust estate created by the peculiar legislation 
of Alabama. But upon ber death it passed 
under the general jaw of descents and dis- 
tributions of the state of her domicile at that 
time.

(c.) The right and disposition of personalty 
is to be governed by the law of the domicile 
of the owner, and not the law of the location 
of the property.

(d.) It has been held by the Supreme 
Court of Alabama that the laws of the state 
in which a marriage is celebrated govern the 
rights of each party to the property ol the 
other, and their subsequent removal to an- 
other state only affec's property afterwards 
acquired.

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THE DEMOCRATIC PULICY. 

Editor Watterson’s esteemed paper, the 
Courier-Jeurnal, of Louisville, Kentucky, is 
greatly pestered because Tae CoNnsTITUTION 
will not join it ina wild and fruitless attempt 
to bring about tariffreform in the present 
congress. However genuine our contempo- 
rary’s distress may be, it is undoubtedly com- 
ical, for the discussion in which it would 
have us engage is as fruitless asthe attempt 
on the part of anumber of impatient demo- 
crats to bringabouta reduction of the tariff, 
We askei the Courier-Journal recently 
what it thought of the Morrison bill 
as ai step in the direction of tariff 
reform. In reply it says that the 
bill is a step in this direction. ‘‘It may not be 
all we could ask,’’ the Courier-Journal goes 
on, ‘‘butif itis all wecan get at present, we 
shall be satisfied until we can get more.’’ 

But is the Morrison bill a step in the direc- 
tion of tariff reform? Has it the slightest 
chance of receiving the indorsement of the 
senate and the president’ The Courier-Jour- 
nal says these are questions which no man 
can answer. 
ken. These are just the questions which 
nearly every man in thé country can answer. 
Neither Mr. Morrison's tariff reform bill nor 

ny other tariff reform biil can become 
a law as long as the republican party stands 
in the way. If it were otherwise—if there 
was the slightest possibility that a republi- 
can senate ana president would take up the 
Morrison bill and make it a republican meas- 
ure by adoption—the democratic party would 
get precious smail credit for furthering tariff 
reform. 

As matters stand, we are not at all sorry 
that there is no chance for Mr. Morrison’s 
bill. When sucha measure becomes a law, 
we want the democratic party to have all the 
credit of it and all the benefit that a political 
party may derive from & wise 
and just measure. The Courier- 
Journal, however, isof the opinion that the 
bill will be very valuable as a sort of pointer, 
showing wherethe parties ‘‘stand.’’ fit 
does not pass, its defeat will disclose the rea- 
sone “Why.’’ “If this country isin favor of 
tariff reform, it should know who are the tar- 
iff reformers.”’ Thus the esteemed Courier 
Journal declares inthe heat and fury of its 
argument. Then, cooling offa little, it says: 
‘“‘The democratic party has put itself forward 
as the champion of a revenue tariff.’’ As to 
this we are not sure, but it is certain that the 
democratic party has put itself forward as the 
champion of tariff reform and a reduction of 
taxation. Everybody in the whole country 
understandsthat the drift and purpose of the 
democratic party isin this direction, and 
there is no necessity for a parcel of congress- 
men to be advertising or exploiting the mat- 
ter.

The 
banks would, of couse, be relieved, for they 
couid hold their threes until they 
accumulated enough fours for exchange; 
but it is doubtful whether the people will 
favor a plan that drains the treasury for the 
benefit of the banks. 
The McPherson bill proposes to increase 
the rate of issue upon the long bonds to 90 
per cent of their current market value, or, in 
other words, to authorize the issue of 100 cents 
upon three per cent bonds, 103 cents on éour- 
and-a-halfs, and 110 cents up to 1590 on the 
fours—the last-named to be reduced one per 
cent each year after 1890 until the amount of 
circulation shall] reach par. The oojections 
to this plan are strongly urged. It looks toa 
contraction of the currency after 1890, and 
it makes a part of the security of the circula- 
tion rest upon something other than an obli- 
gation of the people. 

The plan that has received the approval o 
the finance committee of the senate proposes 
to issue $100 of circulation on each $100 bond, 
whether it isa three, ora four-and-a-half or 
afour. This bill is very likely to pass both 
houses. It is claimed, however, that it will 
not give the banks the relief they need—of 
course, not what they want— 
and that the contraction of the 
currency would go op. Bat, if the banks are 
not satisfied with a circulation equal to the 
par value of other securities, it might be 
wisest to Jet them callin their notes. The 
people are not wholly helpless. li the banks 
do not want to issue notes, the people can 
issue their own, and in that way rapidly turn 
an interest bearing debt into one that bears 
no interest. 
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BANKRUPTCY LEGISLATION, 

No national bankrupt law, with its endless 
delays and vexations and expenses, its fees 
and plundering officials, would be needed, if 
each state would perfect its own insolvent 
laws. About twenty states already have ex- 
cellent laws, and the business men in the 
other states could soon place the entire 
country beyond a general bankrupt law. 
Such a law invites failures and 
dishonesty in business. The _— dishonest 
are thus permitted to buy and sell reckless- 
ly, having the bankruptcy mill in view, from 
which they hope to emerge with fresh credit. 
Tbe honest and unfortunate debtor does not 
need such a law, for he can always secure a 
discharge by the surrender in perfect faith 
and in full view of all his assets. It is the 
dishonest that thrive under a bankrupt law. 
We need no such law. But sucha law will 
be enacted unless each state changes 
its laws s9 as to prevent un- 
just preferences and fraudulent 
conveyances. If the boards of trade in Geor- 
gia would move in this matter there would 
be no difficulty in procuring the right kind 
of state legislation. All other states should 
do likewise, if for no other reason, than for 
the avoidance ofa natural bankrupt law. We 
willsoon be compelled to choose between 
such acurseand an overhauling of our assign 
mentand collection laws. But there is not 
a state that will not promptly come into line 
if the business men who are most deeply in- 
terested will present the subject fairly and 
fully. 


THE cigarette is a harmiess iooking thing, but in 
the opinion of many well-posted people it contains 
about as much poison to the square inch as any 
one article that could be named. The cigarette 
business started in this country about fifteen years 
ago. American cigarettes were novelties, and at 
tracted favorable attention from the start. The 
rapid growth of the business and its present mag- 
nitude will be better understood when it 
is stated that in 1es2 600,009,000 
cigarettes were manufgctured lu this country of 
which New York furnished 444,092,867. One bun 
dred and eighty-two different brands of cigarettes 
have been manufactured in the last fifteen years. 
Of these seventy-one varieties have had their day, 
aud ceased to exist. The original American cigar- 
ettes had mouthpieces_in imitation of the European 
articie, The price was then twenty 
cents a package, but since mouth- 
pieces went out of fashion the price dropped to ten 
cents. Itis asserted that the tobacco used in the 
manufacture of cigarettes is of a meaner grade than 
that used in the cheapest cigars. It is adulterated 
with saltpeter to prevent moulding, and this use of 
saitpeter is said by medical men to be highly inijn 
rious to the vital functions. The oil of the cigarette 
paper wrappers is said to be more  pocison- 
ous than even the oil of tobacco. 
The majority of cigarette smokers are very young 
people, principally boys, and nota few girls. Phy- 
sicians specify the following as among the evils 
springiog from thishabit; palpitation of the heart, 
indigestion, catarrh in the head, asthma, pneumo- 
nia, bronchitis, morbid craving for drink, destruc- 
tion of the nervesof the eyes, In New Jersey a 
law has been passed making it a penal offense to 
sell Cigarettes 01 tobacco to minors 
under sixteen years of age, and a similar 
bill is now pending inthe New York legislature, 
There is a disposition everywhere to suppress or 
check &8 much as possible the habit of cigarette 
smoking. The vice leads to results as injurious as 
any produced by the use of alcohol, and the physi- 
cal, mental and moral decay occasioned by the 
practice cannot fail to fill our hospitals, asylums, 
jails and cemeteries, unless a halt is speedily 
called.

tion of my “Dear valued friend, Dr. Norman 
McLeod,” the Scotch chaplain to the queen, 
who is “so clever and agreeable, so kind and 
good. Dr. McLeod is greatly alarmed for the 
established church of Scotland, as he fears an 
attempt will be made to pull it down:

During her excursions, the queen’s privacy 
was greatly troubled by reporters.

Here, how 
ever, here in this complete solitude, we were 
spied ou by impudent, inquisitive reporters 
who followed us everywhere. One in partic- 
nlar, who writes for some Scotch paper, lay 
down and watched us with a telescope. He 
dodged me and Beatrice when 
we were walking about and 
was most importunate. When Brown 
went to tell him to move, he went away. At 
last Brown came back, saying he thought 
there would have been a fight, for when 
Brown said the queen wished him to move 
away, he said he nad quite as good a right to 
remain there as the queen had. Brown an- 
swered that the highest gantleman of Eng- 
land would not do what he did, much less a 
manly reporter. Other reporters came up 
and advised the man to come away quickly.”’ 

The concluding page is devoted to the death 
of Brown. It contains the sentences: ‘‘his 
joss to me is irreparable, for he deservedly 
possessed my coptidence. Heserved me truly, 
devotedly, untiringly. To say he is daily, 
hourly missed by me, one whose life of long 
gratitude he won by constant care and deyo- 
tions, is but a feeble expression of truth.”

“Itshall be the duty of the adjutant gen- 
eral in each state to make return of the 
Militia of the state, with their arms, accou- 
terments, and ammunition, agreeably to the 
provisions of law, to the president of the 
United States, annually,on or odefore the 
first Monday in January; and it shall be the 
duty of the secretary of war, from time to 
time, to give such directions to the adjutant 
xenerals of the militia as may, im his opinion, 
be necessary to produce a uniformity insuct 
returns,”’ 

As sveadily as that communication reached 
the governor's office, just so persistently has 
tCand its blanks been consigned to the waste 
basket, Governor Colquitt refused to allow 
any report to be made and Governor Stephens 
said the United States had nothing to do with 
it =§6and they got no comfort 
from his administration. Governor 
McDaniel has not ruled on the subject, but 
Adjutant-General Stephens is paying no at- 
tention to the matter.

DYING A HAPPY DSATH. 


The Germania Loan and Lullding Association Winds 
Up a Properous Career. 

The Germanialoan and building association 
wound up its career yesterday “and passe dad out 
of existence as an association. 

The association was incorporated April 14th, 
1877, and was organized on the Sth 
day of June of the same year. The officers 
elected were Jacob Elsas, president; John 
Berkele, vice-president, and Charles Beer 
mann, treasurer and secretary. The board of 
directors were: A. Haas, 8. B. Hoyt, A. 
Rosenfeld, M. Franklin and W. Titlebaum. 
By the constitution of the association the 
capital stock was not permitted to be more 
than three thousand shares, and during the 
existence of the association it never went 
over two thoussnd two hundred and 
ten shares Yesterday Mr. Charles Beermann 
was busy settling the accoun’s, paying off the 
stockholders au: balancing the books. The 
hooks showed that tbe association was eighty- 
one and one-fourth months old when it passed 
out of existence, and that during that time 
each share was assessed eighty-one dollars and 
twenty-five cents, for which the owner of the 
share yesterday received one hundred and 
twenty dollars. The total amount 
of money for which the _ treasurer 
gave bis receipt during the life of the body 
was $276,347.33. The association has built 
ninety-seven houses, and in no Instance was 
a mortgage foreclosed. In fact the Germania 
was nevera party to a lawsuit either as de- 
fendant or plaintiff. By the laws of theas- 
sociation no person was permitted to own 
more than fifty shares, but in some 
cases a singie person represented 
more than the laws of the 
body allowed him toown. Mr. Jacob Haas 
represenjed one hundred and twenty shares. 
He paid into the association $9,750 and yes- 
terday drew out $14,400 or $4,650 more than 
he paid in.
